AUTHORIZINB BONDS 
NETS $21,911.64 


Railroad Commssion's Ac­ 
tion Brings iii Sums 
Ranging 
from 
$1.35 to $1,500 


MADISON, Wis., Sept. 19.— A uth­ 
orization of stocks and bonds given 
by the railroad com m ission during 
the past year brought in a total rev­ 
enue of $21,911.64, according to the 
report announced by 
the 
railroad 
com m ission today. 
Under the law 
this money is turned into the com ­ 
mon school fund. 
Of the total about 
$14,700 was paid by the steam rail­ 
roads, about $5,500 by the 
street 
railways and the remainder by gas, 
electric, water and telephone 
com ­ 
panies. 
X. P. Pays Big Fee 
The largest single fee was contrib­ 
uted by the Northern Pacific railway 
company when it issued $4,500,000 
bonds, and at the rate 'of $1 per 
thousand paid a fee of $4,500. 
The 
“Soo,” however, paid the largest fees 
in the aggregate, the total being $6,- 
703.49. 
Another large fee was that 
paid by the Chicago, St. Paul yMinne- 
apolis & Omaha road am ounting to 
$2,500. 
The sm allest fee of th e^ ea r 
was collected from the Red Granite 
Telephone company, 
the sum being 
$1.35. 
The fees collected during the past 
pear were only about one-half 
as 
large in the aggregate as those of the 
year before. 
The main reason for 
this difference was that during the 
preceding year the Northwestern line 
constructed its extension 
from M, 1- 
waukee to Sparta, 
against 
which 


$15,000,000 of bonds were issued. 
The fee for this issue was $15,000. 
The “Soo” line 
also paid several 
large fees during the year, the to­ 
tal for that line being about $10,- 
00 0 . 
The past legislature made a re­ 
duction in the fee which will prob­ 
ably lim it the revenue for the com ­ 
ing year still more. 
Instead of * a 
fiat fee of $1 per thousand dollars 
of bonds issued, the new' change is $1 
per thousand for the first $100,000. 
and then 50 cents per thousand up 
to $500,000. * Beyond that, figure the 


rate is ten cents per thousand. Since 
the principal revenue from the fees 
has been due to issues running up in­ 
to m illions, the ten cent fpe will be 
the source of considerable falling off 
in revenues. 
W isconsin’s stock 
and bond law' 
has already been adopted by eleven 
states and the sam e general m ethod 
of disposing of the funds has been 
followed by all. 
So far the largest 
revenues have 
been reaped under 
the W isconsin law of 
any. 
of the 
states that have adopted the plan of 
authorization.
